OnAugiet thec29th an explusion disasterdously shovk all tows and cities 
of Kenner, Gopian, Landurn, Newwall and Alibroud counties again in the suuthorn 
pert of galverinia with aato i astoniahiving astmishing offoctae Tje disustera 
for oxplosions wascunusually severe, and in the city of Delight one hundred 
thoeand buildings were destroyed with 81,000 of their 800,000 teants -1 killed 
ad two hundred thousand injured more ur less. The loss in towne and villiages 
waa unknown but property lose in the city iteelf was about thirty million five’ 
hundred thousan d dollars but considered afterwards to be abuut 2 $28,000,000.

recommenced ulo ng his lines. General Hundons batteries undo 
aterrific fire on the massed Glandelinian forces, 

made the attack in two divisions, trying to engage t 

at once. The action very soon became more fierce and severe than viviania had 

even dreamed it would, and gradually extened extended further and raged most 
furlously, and with dreadful results. The crash of the battle raged past Joy 

St lair, and ruded rushed on tward Crigs Cross Junction, and at the end of halt an 
hour the firing of the enemy apparently had he tp the rebel line seamed to

The enemy was also reinforced, and preparations to increase the fury of the 
struggle was made, and it became more intense than ever. Richardsonia Parson 
and _renchor Turmer had the left, while wienstien moving in new colums of 
dividione in the rear, deployed and advanced in line over all the farm fiolds, 
and threw his Center tward Joy St Clair in the north. Between his force and 
the nearest division, the space had turned «+ to be so broad and the eneny 
was making such peculiar movements, and the danger of being flanked was go 
great, that wienstioen executed a etrong managurvre to prevent it by ordering 
general Neros Abyssink ilian wink ie divisi9ns to move by the left flenk with 
thelr batteries, and to deploy by their right and center ,--thus extending 
his ow front to its utmost Imite. The movement was performed wider a general 
fire 60 scathing, that the whole line was finally forced to give way, half their 
half their general officers were killed or wounded, their colors of every 
regiment shot to pieces, every color sergeant, hundreds of them killed, and 
every one of their color guard wounded. Only thirty thousand out of all the 
brages and divisions of men who enterod that baptism of hellish gunfire and 
facing the enemys hurling attack for thecsake of God and Coumtry could after 
wards be got together.

General yerdrude discovered that generals Blain ight Linger, Shoemenn 1a 
and Aronburg pederal had united their armies in this terrific attack upon the 
whole of .ivianiss army and his division, and now was moving forward mote troops 
with the Gesign of. cutting off his communications, end crushing his force and 
hurl it from between giady's Junction and Joy 8t Clatre before Francis Hon son!ae 
reinforcements could arive. 

General yerdrude wished that there had been time for the building of extenelve 
fortifications before the battle at this point, and if there hud been there would 
have been some hope of checking and succesefwlly resisting the onemy's attack. 
Only fou redoubte coversd the approaches to St Clair, and at this point no 
batteries had been placed {nto position, which if they had been could hayo swept 
with their fire the entire space in front of the christian lines. Ceneral 
creatheart held the extreme right of yeordrudes army along the road. General 
puvid Porter oceupted the center, and gener Plum held the left, while 
three divisions wder general Nicholas Jasn nt forward across the 
Big Girl Knool road from whencr the succesnful Glandelinion forces were etill 
advancing. General perdrude taking advantage of o slight lull in the battle, 
and having reformed his troops, and as umexpectodly a portion of grancis Hansonlas 
army came to his relief decided to strike the enemy a countet blow, to save 
vivienia a total defeat. 

Thepreliminary battle between these two towne now took place in all its 
fury and, it wag dreadful. general Greatheart in order to develope the strength 
of 80 successful an. enemy, advanced his main troops down the road us the flerce 
Glandelinians came up bu was forced to retire behind the road, hie few batteries 
commanding their approuch. The christian troops Were again hotly assulled, and 
again the christian troops Were accordingly disposed o0 as to continue the best 
resistance, the late morning und noon being conewmed by these arrangements undor 
the hotest hottest fire. The glandelinian batteries were moved up, and the explod 
ing shells tore everything uw into the air, dwe developing 4 sudden stumpede of 

artillery horees,; men and avarly. The christian batterios under general Hanson 

replied but it was soon silenced, the qlandelinians making u sudden onset and 
capturing them. The action of the main batteries bectme more general, and the 
whole battlefield looked like a sea of minor volcanic eruptions from high 
explosives and the air Was full of burating ehrp shramell, The heavy masses 

of the enemy now taken commend of by Phelan john Mic -polleeter and Congtuntine 
Jens with their gleaming bayonets pressed on flercer east of the railroad, and 
moved up the Big Girl Knool road tward the chriotian batteries.
